New Delhi, the 4th August 1955 

S.R.O 1710.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (VIII of 1878), as in force in India and applied to the State 
of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby exempts the under-mentioned 
varieties of raw cotton, exported from India or the State of Pondicherry, and 
falling under Item 3 of the Second Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 
(XXXII of 1934), from so much of the duty of customs leviable thereon under 
the last-mentioned Act as is in excess of Rs. 50 per bale of 400 lbs.:— 

Bengal Deshi, Mathias, Kalagins, Dholleras, C.P. I., C.P. II, Central India 
Deshi, Oomras and other varieties upto and inclusive of 25/32 inches 
in staple length.
